Attached to the Notice of Allowability for the above-identified application for 
patent was the Examiner's Statements on the allowable subject matter. The Examiner issued 
a notice of allowabilty for claims 1-4, 6-16, and 18-30 with an office action dated March 14, 
2005. Applicants thank the Examiner for allowing these claims. 

However, the Examiner also included an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance in which the Examiner states that the prior art does not show a motor with the 
limitations of independent method claim 27. However, the present application also includes 
further independent claims 1,13, 25, and 26 which have a different scope than independent 
claim 27.
